Dear lady, you have surely col­ 
lected a rare collection of misin­ 
formation if I’m to judge by your 
que.stion.s. 
Actually diverticuliti,« is an in­ 
flammation located in little poc­ 
kets 
or 
diverticula 
scattered 
throughout the large intestine. 
These pockets are congenital. 
That i.s to say they’re present at 
birth. U.sually they’re detected as 
a chance finding during an X-ray 
examination of the intestine. They 
may be few in number but mort 
often, there are scores of them. 
If they’re uninfected and unre­ 
lated to the .systems under in- 
ve.stigation, the radiologist report* 
the presence of diverticulOSIS. 
That means he’s ob.served them 
and cleared them of any involve­ 
ment of pr \sent importance. 
If a diverticulum become* in­ 
fected, it behaves like an infected 
appendix and may require sur­ 
gical treatment On occasions, too. 
a diverticulum is a.ssociated with 
a malignant growth. 
Some surgeons believe there’s 
a ca.sual relationship and advo­ 
cate removal of all portions of 
the large bowel that contain di­ 
verticula. 
I do not hold to tiu* 
view. IT)# operation is a very 


formidable one and I would not 
recommend it unless I were cer­ 
tain that the relationship truly 
existed. 
In my opinion, the a.s.sonation 
of the two conditions is coinci­ 
dental. Hence, I favor a policy 
of strict con.servatism. 
As you see, dear lady, there’s 
no mention of nervous tension. 
There’s no need to go to the 
trouble and expense of having X- 
rays. Surgery won’t correct it un­ 
less you’re willing to undergo a 
major operation on the basis of 
an unproven theory. And the con­ 
dition has nothing to do with the 
process of growing old. 
About all that’s really worth 
doing i« to take nightly do.ses of 
mineral oil to {irevent inte.stinal 
content from getting caked in the 
little pockets.

Around the Clock

At mid-morning Wednesday the alarm sou nded in 
both Sedalia fire stations. 
Firemen scu rried to their 
p osts and in one minu te the fire tru ck from the west 
station was on its way . 
On arriv al at the scene of the fire it was fou nd some 
lint near the floor fu rnace was smoldering. 
The lint 
had been comp acted arou nd the fu rnace by a clothes 
dry er, one of the many u nu su al way s for a fire to start. 
_________________________ 
The smolderng blaze was 
ex tingu ished, with no dam­ 
age listed. Not v ery ex cit­ 
ing, bu t that’s the way the 
firemen like it — they had 
arriv ed in time to p rev ent 
a damaging blaze. 
Their p romp t 
arriv al 
at the 
scene of this fire is the resu lt of 
sp lit-second timing and y ears of 
training. 
When th« fire p hone rings, a lot 
of things hap p en fast. Ii the first 
p lace, 
when 
the 
fire 
nu mber 
is 
dialed, 
a 
p hone 
equ ip p ed 
with an alarm rings in both the 
east and west fire stations, the 
p olice station, and in the home 
of Fire Chief Emmett Vau ght. 
At Vau ght’.s home, if he is there 
and not at the station, the chief 
makes a bee-line for hi: car. It’s 
hii own p riv ate car. at.d the City 
ha., au thorized a monthly car al­ 
lowance for its u se. In the chief’s 
car and all dep artment v ehicles 
is a two-way radio on the fire 
dep artment and p olice broadcast 
band. 


From his car the chief can fol­ 
low the p rogress of the tru cks, 
and relay instru ctions and infor­ 
mation to the stations, the v e­ 
hicles on the mov e or to the p olice 
station. Regardless of where the 
chief hap p ens to he, within the 
city , when the alarm goes off, 
he goes on du ty . 
At the p olice station, the desk 
sergeant ju st listens ir 
on the 
p hone call — he doesn’t answer. 
He takes down the location and 
enters this and any other inform­ 
ation av ailable on the p olice blot­ 
ter. He can notify ail p olice cars 
on du ty to assist 
in 
any way 
p ossible. 
Back at the fire station, if the 
call is made at night, the men, 
with the ex cep tion of one man on 
du ty at the p hone, may be u p ­ 
stairs in bed. At the sou nd of the 
alarm, which “wou ld wake u p the 
dead.” the firemen on du ty hop 
ou t of the bu nks and into “boots 
and bu nkers” which hav e been 
p rep ared 
and 
left 
beside 
the 
bu nks. This gear consists of a 
p air of fire boots and a p air of 
heav y trou sers with the legs of 
the trou sers slip p ed ov er the top s 
of the boots. Still sometimes half 
asleep the first man kicks op en 
a dou ble door in the floor and 
slides down the steel p ole. 
The others follow in tu rn, or all 
at once, dep ending on how fast 
they get to the p ole. By the time 
the men reach the floor they are 
really awake, and head for the 
tru ck. In the meantime the man 
on the p hone has all av ailable 
information ready for the tru ck 
crew and the tru ck heads ou t of 
the station. 
In a test when the accomp any ­ 
ing p hotos were taken Tu esday , 
the tru ck was rolling in 15 seconds 
from the time the chief tap p ed 
the alarm. 
The location of the fire determ­ 
ines which tru ck actu ally rolls. 
When the alarm goes off, both 
stations are alerted. If the call is 
to the Cou ntry Clu b district or to 
Sou thwe.st Village, the ea.st tru ck 
does not go ou t, u nless actu ally 
called by radio. The men stand 
by for the call, howev er. 
The equ ip ment is not the best.
